Average age of the nation's veteran population is 
moving upward, but ages of benefits counselors at 
Veterans Administration offices across the country are 
getting younger. Almost 1,500 more counselors are 
available today compared to two years ago, and most of 
them are being hired from the ranks of Vietnam era 
veterans. 


Mr. Average among the 29.2 million living veterans is 
45.5 years of age. Some 1,300 Spanish-American War 
veterans—w ith an average age of 94.5—are offset by more 
than 7 million Vietnam, era veterans with an average age 
of 27.7. 


VA employs more than 2,800 benefits counselors to 
serve the veteran population and its eligible dependents. 
Counselors are located in 58 regional offices in the United 
States, Puerto Rico and Republic of the Philipppines. 
They also visit patients in 171 VA hospitals. 


More than 56 per cent of today’s counselors are under 
35'yea re of age. This contraste to only 17.6 per cent of 1,338 
counselors under 35 two years ago. 


Matching the growing number of Vietnam era 
veterans, VA has tailored its staff off benefits counselors 
with peer strength. More than 1,800 counselors—65 per 
cent—are Vietnam era veterans. Another 23 per cent 
served in the military during World W’ar II and Korea. 


The trend toward Vietnam era counselors was 
particularly evident in hiring 1,327 Vet Reps for VA’s new 
campus program this fall. Of these 1,307 are Vietnam era 
veterans with an average age of 28. Twenty-nine are 
women.

Concern over Republican 
C o n g ressio n al 
c a n d id a te s 
running independently of the 
party and state ticket was main 
concern of the State Central 
Committee monthly meeting. 
Although the topic consumed 
most of the meeting, it was the 
one subject they agreed not to 
discuss at the press conference 
traditionally 
following 
the 
m eeting. 
Second 
D istrict 
Congressman Earl Landgrebe, 
a candidate for the party 
senatorial nomination, was the 
only one of 
the seven 
in­ 
cumbents attending the State 
Convention. 
All Republican 
candidates had been given 
reserved boxes. 
Republican 
incumbent Congressmen were 
noticeable by absence at the 
June 6 fund raising dinner with 
Governor Otis Bowen as the 
main speaker. 
Asked about the discussion, 
State Chairman Tom Milligan 
said: 
“There was a realistic 
appraisal 
of 
what 
Congressmen are doing for the 
state ticket,” He explained the 
realistic appraisal was firing up 
the organization at the district 
level to urge incumbents to push 
the entire 
Republican 
state 
ticket, rather than emphasizing 
their own special popularity 
without party identity. 
Milligan explained the con­ 
cern. 
He said: 
“Except for 
1970, since 1952 our senatorial 
candidate has run on the 
average of 100,000 votes behind 
the aggregate of the eleven 
congressional candidates. The 
Roudebush race was the ex­ 
ception in that the senate race 
did 
pull

congressional candidates.” 
H istorically,

headquarters was assigned to 
work with, and co-ordinate 
congressional campaigns.

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Terrorists Release Two Women 


In Occupation At The Hague 


By PHILIP J. TILL 
THE HAGUE (UP1) - Three 
Japanese guerrillas occupying 
the French Embassy freed two 
weeping women hostages today, 
but kept nine men to bargain 
for safe passage out of Holland 
with a comrade sprung from a 
Paris jail. 
Authorities negotiating with 
the Japanese Red Army ex­ 
tremists provided a getaway jet 
but insisted the gunmen free all 
remaining hostages, lay down 
their arm s and 
name their 
destination. 
The Marxist guerrillas, who 
wounded two Dutch policemen 
in seizing the embassy Friday 
afternoon, have demanded $1 
million in ransom and safe 
passage out of the country with 
at least some of the hostages. 
The 
freed 
women, 
both 
embassy 
employes, 
emerged 
from the brightly lit hallway of 
the five-story building at 3:50 
a.m. (10:50 p.m. EDT Sunday), 
nearly 60 hours after the ordeal 
began. 
“ Negotiations 
between 
the 
M inistry of Ju stic e and the 
Japanese 
resulted 
in 
the 
release of two girls, the only 
females among the hostages,'* 
a police spokesman said. 
Police said the guerrillas, 
reported to be “munching pep 
pills like candy," remained on 
the top floor of the modem 
concrete 
and 
brick 
building 
with the nine other hostages, 
including Count Jacques Se- 
nard, 54, the French am bas­ 
sador. 
Four plainclothes police met 


Bernadine Jacqueline Geerling, 
the embassy telephone opera 
tor, 
and 
Joyce 
Fleur, 
the 
secretary to the ambassador, 
as the two 22-year-old women 
emerged 
crying 
from 
the 
building. 


The officers escorted them to 
the nearby U.S. Embassy for 
brief examinations by doctors 
before being taken aw ay in 
ambulances. Four hospitals in 
the area had been put on alert 
to receive possible casualties. 


"The first examination by the 
doctor and psychiatrist shows 
that under the circumstances 
they are reasonably well," a 
police spokesman said “After 
all the hours they spent in the 
embassy 
they 
are 
naturally 
rather upset. They have been 
taken to a place to rest and 
when they feel better the police 
will question them about the 
state of things in the embassy 
up until their release.” 


After freeing the women, the 
gunmen requested their first 
food 
and 
tobacco. 
Police 
de 1 ivered cheese-and-tom ato 
sandwiches, cigarettes and a 
thermos containing a gallon of 
tomato soup. 


The 
gunmen

The guerrillas already have 
won the release of a comrade, 
Yutaka Furuya, 25, from the 
Sante Prison in Paris.
